NEW YORK - A growing controversy over 
Ihrec United States strategic nuclear weapons 
systems la expected to affect Uic American 
position in the negotiations with the Soviet Union 
onilmiUngstrategicwcapons. 

The debate centers on three decisions made 
,by the Carter administration this year: to 
proceed with development of the long-range 
cruise missile as the nuclear wonder-weapon of 
the 1980's,' to abandon production of Uie B-l 
manned bomber and to postpone production of 
the MX mobile missile. 

Critics assert that the decisions, considered 
together, represent an unocccplnbtc risk in a 
period when the Soviet Union is making rapid 
progress in the developjnenl and production of 
•new nuclear weapons^ 
' In this hazardous situation, Uicy argue, trie 
United States should bocertaln that In the talks 
on limiting strategic arms the Soviet Union 
__riccri^ seeks parJti:..noLsuperlQrlly 1 _nrid thot_ 
it will accept hie constraints on nuclear 
weaponry In a new agreement, 

Defenders of the present position, in and out of 
the Carter administration, argue that the 



problems concerning Uic cruise missile s ot- 
fcctlvebess were foreseen ond will be overcome, 
that IhcB-l would not have been a cost-effective 
■weapon and that Uie present American ICBM 
fleet, plus submarine-launched ballistic miss lies 
will offer an effective deterrent well Into, the 

next decade. . 

■ Paul C. Wnmkc, director of Uic Arms Control 
and Disarmament Agency, said last month in 
Washington thol there "Is' no military ■ 
superiority on Uic part of the Soviet Union," that 
UK American negotiators at Geneva are not 
retreating but advancing, and that o treaty 
reflecting "a significant reduction In both the 
overall aggregate of nucl ear-delivery vehicles 
and In Uic number of those vehicles that have 
multiple Independently torgctable re-entry 
vehicles" Is In sight.

John Taylor, editor of "Jane's All the World's 
Aircraft." the standard reference work, has 
attacked the American decision to rely on cruise 
missiles. 

" Can we be confident," lie asked, "thai 
modern cruise missiles, flying at subsonic 
speed,, lacking, the discrimination of human 
control and short of effective countermeosures 
at this stage of their evolution would prove 
Immensely more successful" than the 
discarded Bl bomber? 

The cruise missile Is an alr-brcalhlng weapon 
that is In effect a pllotlcss aircraft. 11 can carry 
■clthcr o nuclear or a conventiono) warhead for 
1,500 miles nylng close to the earth's surface 
and guided to its target by'a pre-programmed 
night plan. 



The Air Force's fear is that before the, 
missiles are deployed the Soviet Union will have 
■ developed what Is called a barrier defense wiUi ■ 
airborne warning and- control aircraft and 
thousands of interceptors. This would force the 
missiles' mother aircraft to launch them outside 
Soviet' territory, Uius reducing the number of 
.targets. . 

The promise of Uie cruisc-mlsslle, possibly 
exaggerated at Uie time, provided Uic ad- 
ministration wiUi the rationale for the aban- 
donment of Uie Bl, the Air Force's cherished 
nuclear bomber. Some second Uioughts are 
evident In this area.

I like beer (no hard liquor) and I eat pretty well. Is there any 
medication one con take to prevent deterioration of the liver? 
Since the liver is a regenerative organ, how long does it-take to 
regain 'a healthy status? Also. I have heard of successful tran- 
splants; is that a possibility? — i — 

Dear Reader— 

You hove to understand that cirrhosis really means scarring 
of' the liver. The scars will not go away. The liver docs 
regenerate, but not In ^perfectly order.y.fnshion. The scars and 
change In the regenerated liver will be with you for the rest of 
your life. Your liver function has obviously improved, but you 
•tan never run the risk of adding additional Insults to your vital 
^remaining liver eel Is. 

. Alcohol is a toxin to the liver cells. There Is about as much 
alcohol in a can of beer as there is In the average mixed cocktail. 
I can't approve of your using beer In any amount with your 
history. I can't recommend that you use any alcoholic beverage 
Tor that matter at ony time. 

I am sending you The Health Utter number 7-8, Living With 
Your Liver, to give you a better idea of how your liver works and 
what you have. Others 1 who want this Issue can send M.cents

Liver transplants should be regarded as experimental. I 
wouldn't count on them ns a solution to your problem. There Is 
no medicine that will really help more than a good well-balanced 
diet that includes the normal amounts of vitamins and minerals. 
If you stlil have evidence of abnormal liver function, you might 
Increase your vitamin Intake by using an ordinary all-purpose 
vitamin tablet or capsule that you can purchase on your own. 
Don't get fat, and leave the alcohol alone.

Color coordination tags aid the blind 



NEW YORK - (NEA) - You know If 
you're about to pair an orange blouse with 
a red skirt, and chances arc you won't, 

But unless there's someone around to 
say, those don't go together, what's to 
prevent a blind person from dohig that? 

Tiny, lightweight, aluminum braille 
color tags, that's what. Sewn Into each 
sweater, tie, blouse, pair of ti-ouscrs (or 
glued on the outside arch of shoes), they 
allow that person to "read" hli wardrobe. 
And choose orange and red deliberately. If 
he wants. 

The brainchild oi an anonjmous Bell 
Laboratory engineer In Murray Hill, N.J.. 
in I960, the color tags are voluntarily made 
by Hie Kearney, N.J.. chapter of the 
Telephone Pioneers of America, a service 
and social organization of longtime Bell 
employees.

With that tool, Stcinbacher could and 
still does punch out 35,000 tags Jl a time In 
one of 14 basic colors.

-TWIN FALLS__r Hurried posl.offlcc workers, 
handled more than 500.000 pieces of mall 
Monday — a record for the Twin Falls post of- 
fice. 

Christmas moiling usually hits two peaks In 
Twin Falls — the outgoing peak day and the 
incoming peak day but this year both peaks hit 
on Monday and workers handled more lhan half 
a million Items of mall In a single day. 

Postmaster Lloyd Libert said Monday was the 
largest single day's business ever known for the 
Twin Falls post office. 

"Of course, this included mall coming here for 
other small post offices In our area, but the 



outgoing mall was largely all from Twin Foils 
□nd the surround lugrural area." Libert sold. 

Libert said he hasn't tabulated all or the 
figures yet as the postal workers are still han- 
dling a good now of .holiday mall and will be 
until alter Christmas, but he believes this year's 
volume will well exceed last year. 

"There seems to be mpre money this year 
than there was a year ago and people arc buying 
more and consequently moiling more,'.' he said. 

Libert said there was an Increase In Christ- 
mas cards this yeor. 

"We always sec a decrease. right after a rate 
Increase. We went to IS cents over a year ago 
and lost year there seemed to be a drop In card 
mall. I certainly didn't see any decrease this 



year, ond I'm sure It was well above 1976," the 
postmaster said. 

Libert said normally the outgoing mall will 
peok a few days ahead of the incoming peak and 
will be about eight to 10 days ahead of Christ- 
mas. This year, possibly because of when the 
weekend fell, Twin Falls residents were a little 
slow and the Incoming peak caught up with the 
heavlcstalngledoyofoutgolngmall. 

"We had to hold some of it over until Tuesday. 
.There Just wasn't any way we could handle It all 
with our regular work staff," Libert said. 

He said for the most part the Twin Falls post 
office handles the holiday loadwlth regular staff 
members only although some extra help was 



pulled In this year from smaller less busy post 
offices In the area. r— r— 
. Tho local post office usually does not hire 
Inexperienced help for holiday work because of 
the loss ot time In training and acquainting a 
new worker with the procedure. Instead, the 
postmaster says regular workers are putting in 
additional hours at the work they are able to 
handle In a minimum time. 

Libert said the parcel post business was 
especially large this year In this district and 
crews will be making deliveries right through 
Saturday. There will be no window service at 
the post office Saturday as usual and the office 
will be closed Sunday and Monday.

Coal-fired plant top issue in '78

GOODING — The coal-flrcd plant proposed by 
Idaho Power Co. will be the major issue in the 
19TB session of the Idaho Legislature for Magic 
Valley residents, according to Rep. John- 
Brooks, Republican from Districts. 

The 35-year-old Gooding rancher Is serving his 
second term In the House of Representatives 
-from tliedlstrlct encompassing Jerome. -Lincoln 
and Gooding counties. 

Brooks believes Uw Public Utilities' Com- 
mission IPUC) has received adequate 
testimony on the need for the plant and it Is up to 
that agency to "do their Job and get on with it." 

He Is not at all sure about the need for a land 
siting bill which received wide support'ln the 
Legislature last year But wife defeated In ttie 
final days of the session.

"There's bound to be lobblsts like John 
Penvey (opponent to the plant) as well as those 
who feel as I do mat the state needs adequate 
energy." Brooks said. He feels there already Is 
an energy shortage In Idaho now, let alone In the 
future, because of the many established farmers 
who have converted, from surface Irrigation to 
sprinklers ond the new people moving Into 
cities, thereby boosting theresldentlal demand. " 

But Brooks' personal interest lies in the Right 
to work bill which he successfully maneuvered 
through both houses ol the legislature last year, 
only to see it die In a Joint conference com- 
mittee. 

Ho intends to rc-lntroduce the measure this

. Fqr some, it's a personal stand against 
the commercialism which over the years 
has slowly permeated the Christmas 
season. •-" 

For others, the trip Into the woods, with 
ax or saw to fell the family tree, brings 
alive an Old tradition ond enhances the. 
holiday spirit. 

This year the U.S, Forest Service has 
sold over 700 tags In the Sawtooth Forest 
allowing people from throughout southern 
Idaho to hike or ski back Into the woods to 
cut their own Christmas trees. 

"This Is only the second year we've been 
able to do It," Ceclllo Jordan of Bellevuc 
commented after this year's trip. "We 
used to live in North Dakota and they 
protect wlfat trees they have there. But we 
did It here last yeor, and It was a lot of fun. - 
The treejijeans a little more to you when — 
you cuTTlyoursclf and It lasts longer, too." 
- Hallcy's Grant Patterson agreed. He's 
been cutting Christmas trees for almost 30 " ■ 



It's ]ust kind of become part ofChrlstmas 
for us," Patterson said. "A lot of people 
feel Just like we do - part of Christmas is 



: getting your own tree and setting It up In 
the traditional way. instead of rustling 
down to the supermarket. It Just helps add 
to the feeling of Christmas." 

Cutting a Christmas tree is easy enough 
for anyone to do. All It takes is a whisp of 
Christmas spirit and a forest sorvke 
permit. This year the forest service set 
l.OQG-lags-prlced-nt $t apiece,-- as- ; -the 
harvest limit for this district. Even so, 
there were still close to 300 tags left only 
days before the Christmas holiday. 

A family with a permit can cut a tree 
anywhere In the Sawtooth Forest between 
the mouth of Baker Creek north to Fourth 
of JulyCreek. 

- - Engolmann spruce and blue spruce trees 
are protected because of scarcity but other 
than these two trees almost any pine or fir 
tree In the forest Is fair harvest", so long as 
it doesn't stand within 100 feet of U.S. 93, or 
within 200 feet of any campground, 
organization camp or summer home. 

The SI permit entitles you to an eight- 
foot tree, and trees taller than eight feet 
arc an. additional 50 cents per foot over 
eight feet. Trees must be cut to ground 
level to prevent continued growth of a 
deformed tree. 

If the rules don't get In your way, cutting 
your own Christmas tree seems to odd a 
little magic to the season. 

"It's probably the besi Christmas 
tradition we've got right now," Mrs. 
Morris said affirmatively after her 
family's successful harvest. "We all took a 
vote on trie tree we would cut and then we 
took the one wanted.We made a party out. 
of it ond It wos a fun outing." 

The enjoyment was even Uiere for 
Chamberlain, after 35 years of cutting his 
Christmos trees. He watched the third,, 
generation of his family make the annual 
harvest this year and commented 
positively: "I still think It's really nice and 
they this family) always enjoy it.

Diamonds Add Romance to Holiday Season 



Four out of five brides-to- 
be receive diamond engage- 
ment rings before their 
weddings — and more of 
these lucky girls get them at 
Christmas than at any other 
time of the year, reports the 
Jewelry Industry Council. 

If you and your sweet- 
heart plan to become part of 
these .happy holiday 
statistics, you'll want to 
learn more about the 4 C's 
— color, clarity, cut and 

carat weight that deter- - 

mine a diamond's value. 

Color, or the lack of it, 
plays a major role in the._ 
price of diamonds. Com- " 
pletcly colorless diamonds, 
the kind most coveted for 
engagement rings, are very 
rare and priced accordingly. 
The great majority of dia- 
monds have a slight tinge of 
body color. Many people 
feel that this trace of color, 
far from lessening a dia- 
mond's beauty, adds 
warmth and "personality" 
to' the stone. If you want to 
determine a diamond's, true 
color, look at it through its 
side against a white back- 
ground. 

Clarity. like color, seldom 
approaches perfection, in a 
diamond. Most diamonds 
contain natural' inclusions 
such as carbon spots, bub- 
bles and lines. If these im- 
perfections can be- : seen — 
ihfough-lhe:jewd«**'Iouper~~ 
but not by the naked eye, 
they will not mar the beauty 
of the stone. A reputable 
jeweler will point them out 
to you, however, and tell 
you how they affect the 
price. The "(lawless" dia- 
mond, which reveals no im- 
perfections to the jeweler's 
trained eye, even under 10- 
power magnification, is a 
rarity. -But-the-thing-to — 
remember, says the Council, 
is that a diamond need not 
be flawless to be beautiful. 

Cut refers to the shape of 
a diamond and to its make 
(the arrangement of its 
facets). The standard dia- 
mond has SB facets, cut ac- 
cording to a precise mathe-_ ;

have a perfect make — that 
is, the angle between any 
two facets must be accurate 
to within half a degree. The 
finished diamond can 
assume a variety of shapes, 
the most popular being the 
round or brilliant cut. Other 
favorites are the emerald 
cut, the pear, the oval 
the boat-shaped marquise 
and the . heart-shaped dia- 
mond. Some" couples prefer 
the relatively new, star cut/ 
with cither five or six points.' 

Carat weight, the stan- 
dard -measure of diamond 
size, is divided into 100 



points like the cents in a 
dollar. A 50-point diamond 
weighs exactly half a carat. 
The larger the diamond, the 
scarcer it is, and the higher 
its per-enrat price. A two- 
carat stone, for example, 
sells for much more than 
twice the price of a one-' 
carat diamond , of equal 
quality. The key words are 
"equal quality"; differences 
in color, clarity and bril- 
liance can make a smaller 
diamond more expensive 
than i " tC larger " one." Your

Full-size home 
organs arc available at 
prices ranging from $500 to 
SIO.000, and ""the" musical 
resources of the instruments 
vary as widely as the price. 
To help guide your selec- 
tion, the National Associa- 
tion of Electronic Organ 
Manufacturers offers the 
following pointers: . 
•Electronic organs are 
available in two basic 
models, the spinet and the 
console, which differ 



primarily in size and num- 
ber of keys; Spinets with one 
keyboard range in' price 
from S500 to $1000, Models 
• with twiT"37- or 44-notc 
keyboards and a 13-note 
pcdalboard sell for $1000 to 
$4500. ' 

The larger consoles have 
two 61 -note keyboards, and 
arc available in models with 
a 25-notc pcdalboard for 
. $4500 to $6000, or a full 32-' 
;_notc;pedalbDardifor $6000_ 
"to $10,000. Consoles have 
more special controls and 
additional features, but 
many spinets come close in 
orange. They also have more- 
sophisticated sound systems,

• An electronic organ is a 
family affair. Consider first 
who'll be playing, and what 
kind of music will be played.

To cook a frozen turkey 
immediately, unwrap the 
bird and place it in a rack in a 
roasting pan. Roast un-

325°F. Then remove the 
turkey .from the oven*and 
take out giblets and neck 



from body cavities, return 
the turkey to the oven and 
cook until done. 

If you plan to cook a 
frozen turkey the next day, 
place the bid in its unopened 
package in a large brown 
paper bag, or wrap it in two 
or three layers of newspnper 
and let it thaw at room tem- 
perature. This method- 
allows the turkey to thaw 
completely while keeping the 
outside surface temperature 
low enough for safety. Then 
. refrigerate the bird until you 
place it in the oven. 

If you have the lime, you 
can.ulso thaw ihe iufkey-in- 
the refrigerator — in a 
punctured plastic bag — for 
two to four days, or 24 hours 
for each five pounds of 
turkey. When the bird is ' 
pliable, take off the bag and 
remove giblets and neck. 
Cover the turkey -'with a 
jdamp towel and refrigerate., 
until ready to, roast.

. rency ranks only I3th.in the
